“If you cannot recruit good people, you 
cannot have the effective intelligence es- 
tablishment this country, needs,” he told 
the Charters and Guidelines subcommit- 
tee of . the Senate Intelligence Committee. 

Mr. Bundy's remarks are* the. latest in 
I a debate over regulating American intelli- 
j gence agencies that, opened, earlier this 
month when the committee began hear- 
ings. on a; new legislative ^charter that 1
